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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
3, 201 1 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to the amendment received on January 3, 201 1 : 

- claims 1 -3, 6, 9-1 2, 20, 21 , 24 and 27-29 are presently pending 

- the objection to claim 6 is withdrawn in light of the amendments to the claims 

- all prior art rejections are withdrawn in light of the amendments to the claims and 
applicant's arguments 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -3, 6, 9-1 2, 20, 21 , 24 and 27-29 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
U.S. Pat. No. 5,102,521 to Usuda et al., (hereinafter referred to as "USUDA"); 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,391 ,170 to Day et al., (hereinafter referred to as "DAY"); and U.S. Pat. 
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No. 5,089,109 to Suganuma et al., (hereinafter referred to as "SUGANUMA") represent 
the most relevant prior art. 

DAY and USUDA each teach an anode for electroplating having a shield 
attached to the anode base at a distance from it (see USUDA at figure 1 ; see DAY at 
figure 1 ). However, both DAY and USUDA fail to teach the anode or the method of 
plating in which the shield is made of a conductive metal material and connected to the 
anode in an electric current-conducting manner so as to provide for the shield to 
function as an electrostatic barrier as claimed in independent claims 1 and 12 (see 
claim 1 lines 4-7; see also claim 12 at lines 3-5 and 9-10). 

Finally, SUGANUMA teaches an insoluble electrode for use in electroplating 
wherein the electrode comprises an electrode protector, i.e. a shield, made of expanded 
metal that has been coated with an electrically insulative coating (see Example 1 at col. 
3 lines 51 -66 teaching the use of the protector in a zinc plating process). However, 
SUGANUMA fails to teach the shield or protector: (1) attached to the anode base at a 
distance therefrom and; (2) the shield connected to the anode in an electric current- 
conducting manner so as to function as an electrostatic barrier. 

Consequently, it is the Examiner's opinion that the cited prior art neither teaches 
nor fairly suggests the claim limitations of claims 1 and 1 2 requiring the shield to be 
made of a conductive metal material wherein the conductive metal material of the shield 
is connected to the anode in an electric current conducting manner such that the shield 
serves to function as an electrostatic barrier as claimed. 
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Moreover, since all dependent claims depending from independent claims 1 and 
12 are considered to contain all the limitations of the claims from which they depend, 
dependent claims 2, 3, 6, 9-1 1 , 20, 21 , 24 and 27-29 are allowable for the same 
reasons mentioned previously with respect to claims 1 and 12. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks at pages 6 and 7, filed January 3, 201 1 , 
with respect to claims 1-3, 6, 9-12, 20, 21, 24 and 27-29 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. As a result, the rejection of September 2, 2010 has been withdrawn. 

The Examiner is of the opinion that, as argued by Applicant, although the use of 
a metal shield might have been obvious, the use of a metal shield connected in a 
conductive manner to the anode base so as to provide an electrostatic barrier or shield 
would not have been obvious.
